FBI To Sift 
Miami Crime 
GMen Preparing For 


Thorough Inquiry Into 
Politics, Says Report 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—The federal | 
bureau of investigation is prepar- 
ing to make a thorough inquiry into 
political and crime conditions in 
Miami, it was learned today. 

Groundwork for the campaign 
was laid by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover personally during a recent 
visit to Miami. Ostensibly he went 
there for a brief vacation; actually 
it was a business trip to outline an 
extenusive investigation into var- 
ious phases of the city’s affairs. 

Hoover, it was learned, plans to 
“move into” Miami in much the 
same fashion as the FBI and other 
government agencies went into Kan- | 
sas City and Louisiana. : 

Hoover’s recent visit to Miami, it 
was learned, was made for the pur- | 
pose of determining what, if any- 
thing, the FBI can do about certain 
situations there. After looking into 
the matters, Hoover was said to 
have decided that several phases of 
the city’s affairs would fall within | 
FBI jurisdiction. 

Hoover was said to be particularly 
interested in Miami conditions be- 
cause of the area’s reputation 
among criminals as a good refuge, 
particularly during the winter sea- 
son.

why it went home empty-handed! 

Some years ago, labor leaders de- 
manded—and secured — enactment 
of Sections 921-23 of the Labor 
Code, outlawing so-called “yellow 
dog” contracts. In effect, these sec- 
tions prohibited any employer from 
making employment in his firm or 
industry contingent on NOT belong- 
ing to a labor union, or from re- 
quiring any worker to sign a con- 
tract agreeing not to join a union. 

That was a good law at the time 
it was enacted—as the labor lead- 
ers viewed it. But recently the 
courts, interpreting those sections, 
ruled that they worked both ways— 
that employers were also prohibited 
from signing closed shop contracts 
and thereby agreeing to employ 
only union men. In other words, 
non-union men could not be pro- 
hibited from seeking employment 
in any business or industry, and no 
employer could agree not to hire 
them, 

At this session of the Legislature, 
labor leaders fought bitterly to re- 
peal or amend the same sections 
which they originally proposed and 
passed—demanding that the right of 
closed shop be upheld, although they 
refused to recognize the right of 
non-union workers to a non-union 
shop. It was that attitude and that 
type of policy that brought defeat 
to labor bills at the 1939 session of 
the Legislature, coupled with labor
